This shows clearly how com- 
pletely the German leaders were 
out on their calculations on 
which they based plans for their 
last offensive.

ITH THE AMERICAN ARMY, 
Aug. 8.

Five Great Companies Termed 
Enemies of Nation. 


(BY A. P. MIGHT WIRE! 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Investi- 
gation of the packing industry of the 
country by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission culminated today in an an- 
nouncement that the commission 
had recommended to President WII- 
son that the government com- 
mandeer and operate for the public 
benefit stockyards, cold storage 
plants, warehouses and refrigerator 
and cattle cars. 

Monopolistic control of the es- 
sential food supply, net only of the 
United States and its army and navy. 
but also of the Entente countries, 
was charged by the commission 
against the five great packing com- 
penies—Swift, Armour, Morris, 
Cudahy and Wiliison. The last named 
company, the commission’s report 
said, is controlled by three of the 
strongest banking groups in the 
United States— Kuhn, Loeb 4 Co., 
Guaranty Trust Company and Chase 
National Bank. 

BANK AFFILIATIONS. 

Further clese affiliations between 
the packing industry and financial 
interests were reported. The com- 
migsion said that in the great 
financial centers the packers had 
representation on the directorate of 
large banks through members of 
the individual families. or through 
cfficers, directors or confidential em 
ployees. 

The commission's report on the 
packine industry was the third made 
in its general investigation of food 
supplies ordered by President M- 
son and Congress last year. The 
report was made public through the 
White House without further com- 
ment than that it had been presented 
July 3. and had pot been made pub. 
lic because the President desired 
first to get full information. 

TRUST METHODS. 

Basing its statement upon a great 
volume of evidence examined, the 
commirsion sald the power of the 
five packing companies “has been 
and ie being unfairly and illegally 
used to: 

Manipulate live stock markets. 

Restrict interstate and interna- 
tional supplies of food. 

Control the prices of dressed 
meats and other foods. 

Defraud both the producers of 
food and consumers. 

Crush effective competition. 

Secure special privileges from 
railroads, stock yard companies and 
municipalities; and, 

Profiteer. 

SUGGEST REMEDY. 

“While we have found.“ said the 
commission's report, an intricate 
fabric of ‘monopolies, controls, com- 
binations, conspiracies and re- 
straints’ which would seem to in- 
dicate legislative er administrative 
remedies, we believe that an ade- 
quate remedy may be more simply 


“We eve that if the funda- 
mental and underlying evils are root- 
od out, the whole structure of con- 
spiracy, control, monopoly and re- 
straint must fall. 

“Tf these five great concerns owned 
no packing plants and killed no 

ttle, and still retained control of 
the instruments of transportation, of 
marketing and of storage, their po- 
sition would be no less strong than

“Out of the mass of Information 
in our hands,” the report continued, 
“one fact stands out with all pos- 
sible emphasis. The small dominant 
group of American meat packers are 
now international in their activities 
while remaining American in their 
identity. Blame which now attaches 
te them for their practices abroad, 
as well as at home, ineyitably will 
attach to our country if the prac- 
tices continue. 

DUTY TO WORLD. 

“This urgently argues for a solu- 
tion which will not diminish the 
high regard in which this people is 
held in international comity.” 

The commission says the five 
packing companies, either separately 
or jointly, own or control more than 
half of the export meat production 
of the Argentina, Brazil and Uru- 
guay, and have investment in other 
surplus meat producing countries, 
including Australia, as well as 
branches in Great Britain, France, 
Italy, Germany, Canada, Denmark 
and Paraguay. 

“Under present shipping condi- 
tions,”” the report adds, the d 
American packers control more than 
half of the meat upon which the 
Allies are dependent.” 

Of the difficulties which the pack- 
ers threw into the way of the com- 
mission's investigators, the report 


says: 
FALSE RETURNS. 


“The commission had to meet de- 
liberate falsification of returns 

roperly required under legal au- 
hority; we had to meet schools for 
witnesses where employees were 
coached in anticipation of their be- 
ing called to testify in an investiga- 
tion ordered by you (the President) 
and by the Congress of the United 
States.” 

The commission's staff, the report 
declared, have met and overcome 
every obstacle that “ingenuity and 
money could devise to impede 
them.” 

The commission reports that the 
packers not only contre! the meat 
supply. but a “countless number of 
by-product industries, and have in- 
vaded allied industries and even un- 
related ones. This control has ex- 
tended now to the principal substi- 
tutes for meat, such as eggs, cheese 
and vegetable oil products, the com- 
mission says, and rapidly is being 
extended to cover fish and nearly 
every kind of foodstuff. ' 


CONTROL MARKETS. 


This control is made possible, says 
the commission, by the advantage 
obtained through a monopolistic con- 
trol of the market places and means 
of trangporation. The commission 
dismisses the claims of the packers 
to legitimate competition among 
them by saying that some show of 
competition “is staged,” but that it 
ig superficial. 

After detailing the contro! of the 
five companies over the meat and 
allied industries, the commission 
says this contro! rests In the hands 
of a small group of individuals—J. 
Ogden Armour, the Swift brothers, 
Morris brothers. Thomas K. Willson. 
acting under the veto of a group of 
bankers, including the Chase Na- 
tional Bank, Guaranty Trust Com- 
pany. Kuhn, Loeb & Co., William 
Salomon & Co., and Hallgarten & 
Co., all of New York, and the Cud- 
ahys. 

BANKS SHARE PROFIT. . 


The commission says through the 
control of Wilson 4 Co., Inc., “three 
of the most powerful banking groups 
in the country” now are partleipat- 
ing in the rapidly maturing food mo- 
nopoly.” This participation of the 
bankers in the packing industry, it 
says. Was not at al ispleasing to 
the big packers, * J. Ogden Ar- 
mour and Louis F. Swift frequently 
were consulted during the negotia- 
tione looking to acquisition of an in- 
terest in the Industry by the bank- 
ers. 

“The menace of this concentrated 
control of the nation’s food,” savs 
the report, “is increased by the fact 
that these five corporations and 
their 500 and odd subsidiary, con- 
trolled and affiliated companies, are 
bound together by joint ownerships, 
agreements, understandings, com- 
munities of interest and family re- 
lationships.” 

As illustrative of the monopoly 
of the five companies over the stock- 
yards of the country the commissior 
reports that more than 60 per cent. 
of the stock in stockyards in these 
cities is controlled by the packers. 

Brighton, Mass, Connelieville, Pa.

DETAIL METHODS. 

“The Armour, Swift, Morris and 
Wilson interests have entered into a 
combination with certain foreign 
corporations by which export ship- 
ments of beef, mutton and other 
meats from the principal South 
American meat producing countries 
are apportioned among the several 
companies on the basis of agreed 
percentages. In conjunction with 
this conspiracy, meetings are held 
for the purpose of securing the main- 
tenance of the agreement and mak- 
ing such readjustments as from time 
to time may be desizable. The agree- 
ments restrict South American ship- 
ments to European countries and the 
Unit States. 

“Since the meat supplies of North 
and South America constitute prac- 
tically the only sources from which 
the United States and her Antes 
can satisfy their needs for their 
armies, navies and civi] populations, 
these two agreements constitute a 
conspiracy on the part of the big 
five, in conjunction with certain for- 
eign corporations, to monopolize an 
essential of the food of the United 
States, England, France and Italy.” 
PACKERS PROTEST PROPOSAL. 

(Sy A P. NIGHT 

CHICAGO, Aug. 8 —Protests 
against the recommendations of the 
Federal Trade Commission that the 
government assume partial contro! 
of the packing indystry were made 
today by some of the heads of con- 
cerns in the union stockyards, while 
others expressed much interest in 
the proposal. 

J. Ogden Armour, president of 
Armour & Co., ufter pointing out 
that the government had been in 
control of the packing industry since 
November 1, 1917, said that the 
statement made by him st the de- 


Armour & Co., and every employee 
and officia! thereof, if need be, was 
reiterated “a thousand times more 
emphatically.” 

Edward Morris, president of Mor- 
ris & Co., said that the commission 
evidently desired to place the entire 
stockyards and packing industry in 
the hands of the Rallway Adminis- 
tration. He added that with profits 
limited to not over 9 per cent. of the 


capital invested, “we cannot see 
where conditions would be im- 
proved,” 


Thomas F. Wilson, president of 
Wison & Co., said that if any new 
methods for the benefit of the pub- 
lic can be worked out, we will wel- 
come them and co-operate to the 
fullest extent.“ 

Louls F. Swift president of Swift 
& Co., while expressing willingness 


to co-operate with the government, | git 


said that “we do not believe that 
the taking aver of branch houses 
and storage houses would be prac- 
tical.” 

ARMOUR’S STATEMENT. 


J. Ogden Armour, explaining that 
a brief examination of the report of 
the Federal Trade Commission upon 
the packing industry “has given no 
opportunity of preparation for formal 
answer’ today, issued a statement 
covering “a few points which should 
be announced in the interest of in- 
formation to the general public.” 
He sald: 

“It is recommended that Iimmedi- 
ate steps be taken to give the gov- 
ernment a monopoly over such por- 
tion of their business as will restore 
competition.” This completely ignores 
the fact that since November 1. 
1917, the packing business has been 
under the control, direction and 
regulation of the government 
through the agency of the United 
States Food Administration and 
since that time the severest compet!- 
tion has existed in the industry. As 
to the detailed recommendations I 
will take them up in their order. 

“First, that the government 
acquire all rolling stock used for the 
transportation of meat animals: Al! 
cattle and livestock cars in the coun- 
try today are under the contro! and 
operation of the United States Rall 
road Administration. 

“Becond, that the 
acquire through the Railroad Ad- 
ministration the principal and neces- 
sary stockyards of the country. The 
government, through the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, assumed the 
direction, regulation and contro! of 
all these stockvards on July 25, last, 
under the proclamation of President 
Wilson.

The statement I made 
then I reiterate today a thousand 
times more emphatically.” 

CUDAHY'S STATEMENT 

E. A. Cudahy of the Cudahy 

acking Company, issued the fol- 
owing statement: 

“We hope that the general pub- 
lic will read the report of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission. It con- 
tains many sensational charges, 
but a careful reading will reveal 
few facts to justify them. These 
fundamental facts must not be lost 
sight of in considering the packing 
industry: 

“That the public is now paying 
the packers only a smal! fraction 
of a cent a pound profit for the 
meat it buys. 

„That successful operation on this 
small margin of profit depends upon 
a large volume of packing business. 

That the difficulties of the re- 
taller should not be increased; al- 
ready it is costing him 25 to 50 per 
cent. to handle meats. 

“That out of every dollar re- 
ceived by the packer, about 90 
cents ig paid back to the live stock 
raiser. Of the remaining 10 cents. 
all is at present being spent in the 
processes of manufacture and dis- 
tribution, except 2 cents, which 
represents profit. 

it ts determined whether 
the administration is considering 
acting upon this recommendation a 
great uneertainty will exist. We 
have a number of necessary im- 
provements pending and under 
consideration. all of which, of 
course, we shall have to suspend 
immediately. We trust the period 
of uncertainty will not last long.” 

MORRIS’S STATEMENT 

Edward Morris, Jr., for Morris 4 
Co., issued the following: 

“T have not seen the report, but 
from what I can learn the idea of

ministration. 

“We would be glad to have the

PAPERS CERTIFYING MEN ARE 
‘SENT TO CAMP LEWIS 
WITHOUT THEM, 


(SY A. NIGHT 

CAMP LEWIS (Tacoma, Wash.) 
Aug. 8.—What military officials here 
say was a mistake of the local draft 
board of Ukiah, Mendocino county, 
Cal, in sending papers certifying 
twenty-five selective draft men for 
military service without sending the 
men, caused the missing registrants 
to be regarded here as deserters. 

When a contingent of Ukiah men 
arrived here July 29, the leader wae 
himself without a certificate. Mow- 
ever, he had certificates for twenty- 
five men who were not with the 
party. Because he lacked cfajen- 
tials the leader was inducted inte 
the service as a casual and ferced 
to leave the other members of the 
contingent, All official documents 
he carried for the other men were 
given another man selected as 


= leader. This man when questioned 


could not give the number of men 
entrained in California, and in an- 
swer to questioning said the men of 
the quota had been allowed to leave 
the train at different stations, This 
led military authorities to believe 
they had deserted. One of the twenty~+ 
five missing men, it has since de- 
veloped, had been granted permis- 
ston by the draft board to visit In 
San Francisco two days. 

Muitary authorities notified the 
Ukiah board, as well as the Adju- 
tant-Genera] of California, and it 
was published the men had deserted. 
Telegrama from the Ukiah board 
since have proved this in orro#,

Ross and another man were ar- 
rested by Captain of Detectives 
Home and Detectives Boyd and Oaks 
as they were about to bunco John 
Gaechter, 84 years old, of $2189, 
the aged man's life savings, the po- 
lice say.

ARREST FOR BURGLARY 
\CAUSES COMPLICATIONS 


PASADENA POLICE ESTARLISH 
ALIBI FOR ACCUSED MAN, 
IT Is CLAIMED.

PASADENA, Aug. 8.— With the ar- 
rest of Albert Jones, a carpenter, on 
a charge of attempted burglary, the 
police are confronted with a neigh- 
borhood tangle of international as- 
pect with its foundation, they say, 
in the antipathy of a French modiste, 
Mme. Marie Riviere, for Ares. M. 
Soupal, a furrier, as a Bulgarian. 
Both the modiste and the furrier 
have offices in the upper floor of 


the Hogan Building, Colorado and 
South Euclid avenue. 

Mrs. Soupal, who says she is an 
American citizen but of Czecho-Slo- 
vak nativity of which she is proud, 
has been a lecturer in the booth 
representing that people at the Al- 
lies’ War Exposition now being held 
in Los Angeles. 

The arrest of Jones followed one 
of a long series of burglaries that 
have baffled the police of this city 
and South Pasadena, which they at- 
tribute to one or more drug fiends.

Ing every year. Ants have forced 
us to put the feet of our ice box 
in cans of water, our sugar, etc. 
to be also protected the same way. 
I saw an article in The Times sev- 
eral weeks ago describing conditions 
in the cities of Oakland and Berke- 
ley, where the ants had destroyed 
so much food that the cities were 
compelled to act. Is it not possibls 
for Los Angeles to do this? 

The statement of the lady with 
the cake experience prompted us to 
investigate the ant condition in some 
of our stores. We found almost all 
of the fourteen stores we investi- 
gated infested with ants. The small 
grocer appeared to be the worst; the 
one that deals in a side line of cakes 
and pies kept in a glass show case.

The new age limits for men en- 
tering the merchant marine through 
the recruiting service of the United 
States Shipping Board were an- 
nounced to the chamber by Ghair- 
man Edward N. Hurley. 
on youths from 18 to 20 will be ac- 
cepted as sailors, cooks and stewards 
on all American vessels making mer- 
cantile voyages {if they first 
through the training course provided 
by the Shipping Board on its fleet 
of training ships. 

Men between 32 and 35, inclusive, 
also will be accepted in the same 
way for these three ratings. Hitherto 
all of the 3000 men a month a 
cepted by the Shippine Board for 
training and subsequent service in 
merchant crews have been men of 
the present draft age limits of 21 to 
31. The new order is made to draw 
more lightly on men avatiable for 
military duty under the present draft 
regulations and the Shipping Board 
hereafter will accept men of draft 
age only for training as officers or 
firemen.

theater tickets but not a haircut. These are simple cases, but as to the hun- 
dreds of articles carried by drug stores, for example, the druggists are in

of the Sunday-closing law said nothing about permitting the service rendered 
by public utilities corporations, which would have made it impossible to run 
lectric cars, transmit gas or electricity, and to render telephone service on 
Sunday. This was corrected in the second draft, without disturbing the offi- 
cial composure of the Councilmen, who had started out to help the barbers 
close on Sundays if the town had to be torn down to do it. 
‘ The Sunday lawsmiths looked upon their work and were much pleased 
after they had fixed up the little matter of Los Angeles having some electric 
lights and telephones and street cars on Sundays, though the new draft makes 


it impossible to buy food on Sundays. 


Emergency or no emergency, buy 


your food on Saturdays, or go to a restaurant, said the broad-minded, sci- 
entific, twentieth-century, liberty-loving lawmakers. Then up spoke Ralph 
and said: We must throw out a friendly hand to our religious friends—who 
also vote. And so it was that all of the Sunday law, so carefully and thought- 
fully framed and considered in order that no injustice might be done anyone, 
was made not to apply to those religious sects who observe some other day 
than Sunday as their Sabbath. Pine! said the law-builders of Blunder- 


land. Let the heathens rage and the children cry for bread.

Strange to say, this attempt to make a hit with the religious denomina- 
tions raised red-hot objections from those very sects, who say that any ex-

to give an opinion on it until the police have acted. The police are making 
no arrests until the City Prosecutor's, office tells them what to do.

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ME LANGUAGE OF LIBERTY. 

At the next session of the Legislature 
Will C. Wood, State Commissioner of Sec- 
ondary Schools, will present a bill providing 
for the education in English of every minor 
between 16 and 21 years of age, descendants 
of foreigners who do not understand the 
English language. The prospective measure 
is compulsory in its nature and requires that 
the class of young people referred: to shall 
attend day or evening school for at least 
six bours a week unless excused because of 
mental or physical unfitness. According to 
Commissioner Wood there are approximately 
200,000 residents of California who are not 
citizens, and about 77,000 fliterates in the 
State. “In a crisis such as this,” he says, 
“these persons cannot fully co-operate with 
the United States government in war work.” 
It is just as true that an filiterate person 
cannot co-operate with the government in 
time of peace, which duriag a long, pros- 
perous past has been and, it is to be hoped, 
will be throughout a longer happy future the 
normal state of this greatest of God's na- 
tions. It is time that the entire country were 
waking up to this long-neglected issue of 
the compulsory Americanization of foreign- 
born and native-born citizens and non-citi- 
zens of America. 


Illiteracy does not necessarily make any- 


one bad at heart, but it certainly is a monu: 
mental obstruction to the development of the 
best type of citizen. If a foreigner, who is 
well educated in his own tongue and yet who 
is ignorant of English, cannot fully enter 
into the spirit and progress of this land of 
his adoption, what can be expected of the 
foreigner who is entirely illiterate, even in 
his own language. It is mostly from the 
ranks of the latter class that the Socialists, 
anarchists and 1.W.W.’s find their greatest 
number of recruits. The vicious element of 
society, itself ignorant and unthinking, as 
well as malicious, is always ready and at 
hand to take advantage of greater ignorance. 
No other factor so unifies a nation asa com- 
mon language, while perhaps nothing tends 
further to divide the people of any single na- 
tion than the prevalence of a number of lan- 
guages. This is so in the very nature of 
things, since words are the symbols of 
thoughts, both concrete and abstract, and the 
language of any country represents both the 
best and the worst in that nation’s history. 
Teach a newcomer to America the Declara- 
tion of Independence and the meaning of 
every word contained therein and he will 
have a sound idea of those principles and 
ideals for which America stands and has al- 
ways stood. Teach him, instead, the creed of 
the 1.W.W.'s and the Socialists, and he will 
know only the words that reflect all that 
is low and vicious and distorted. Teach 
him the English language on a larger scale 
and he will, if he be honest and loyal at 
heart, easily discern the difference between 
right and wrong. 

If anyone doubts the importance of a 
common language in the unification of a 
country let him contrast Germany, England 
and France with Russia, Austria, the Bal- 
kans and other countries in which polyglot 
tongues prevail. Germany, with all her 
sins, and in spite of her degraded designs 
upon the rest of the world, still possesses 
a common language which has done more 
to unify her people in their purposes than 
has any other factor; not excluding the mil- 
itary system of slavery which, through the 
mediumship of the German language, has 
been so cleverly foleted upon the Kaiser's 
dupes. It is probable that if Germany had 
had as many different peoples and different 
tongues to contend with at home as are to 
be found in Austria-Hungary her defeat 
would long ago have been accomplished, 
and mostly by the inhabitants of the Ger- 
man Empire itself. To make America more 
truly American it is essential] that the lan- 
guage of Liberty be taught first, last and 
all the time to the foreigners and their de- 
scendants who dwell within our gates.

ONIONS EATEN ALIVE 
A SPANISH FEVER. 


Hospitalities of Our Good Friends in 
France, as Experienced by 
Harry Williams. 


BY HARRY A. WILLIAMS, 


PARIS, July 15.—People over 
here will do their friends and neigh- 
bors an injustice in order to accom- 
modate an American. Our fellows 
get the best seats In the theaters 
and the first service in the restau- 
rants; and I have seen accommoda- 
tions provided for them in crowded 
hotels where others had been re- 
peatedly turned away. In fact, the 
hospitality of the French is 80 
boundless, and extended with such 
inconvenience to themselves, that 
sometimes I hesitate to accept it. 

Their solicitude for ybur welfare 
is almost embarrassing at times, be- 
cause you feel that you never can 
quite repay them. To a man coming 
from a young and rapid country 
where the only way to get by is to 
elbow the other fellow, to receive 
little and unexpected attentions is 
indeed a new and novel experien 
He hardly knows how to respon 
with anything except his elbows, or 
a straight right. 

I am speaking both from experi- 
ence and observation. I have yet to 
see a man from overseas neglected 
by these people, that is, the real 
French people. Of course, now and 
then there is a waiter who will gyp 
you, but the chances are that he 
got his training in New York, just 
as the most avaricious barber that 
I encountered in London passed sev- 
eral years in San Francisco. Most of 
the waiters here who will scheme 
to separate you from your money 
took lessons in the States. 


It is possible to give you some- 
thing of an idea of the real French 
people by reciting a couple of my 
own experiences, which doubtiess 
would apply to many other cases. 
For instance, there is the old porter 
at the hotel Where I hang my uni- 
form when in Paris. He has heen 
long in the livery of his trade, ond 
is now around 70 years of age. He 


has made my personal welfare his 


chief conoérn. Whether I am getting 
enough to eat and the other serv- 
ants are giving me humane treat- 
ment are matters of perpetual con- 
cern with him. Although he is al- 
most a nervous wreck himeelf, and 
lives in great fear of the Gothas, 
every night he takes occasion to as- 
sure me that there is nothing to be 
afriid of. It is useless for me to tet 
him that I sleep soundly througlt 
these raids. 

Then, when 1 am leaving for the 
front or some other point in France, 
he is up before daylight, although 
he is not supposed to go on duty 
until noon. He will kuss and fume 
with the cook and waltress, 
keep reminding that breakfast must 
be served at a particular hour and 
minute. Then, at the depot, he sees 
to every detail from buying a ticket 
to checking the baggage and buying 
the morning papers. Invariably, he 
manages to get ahead of somebody 
else in the line. He will do every- 
thing but fight for the best seat in 
the train. Never does he leave until 
I am comfortably situated, and that 
js some undertaking in these days 
of crowded trains. He is on my 
staff for fair. A dog couldn't be more 
faithful. sometimes I would Iike to 
remonstrate, but refrain from do- 
ine so because it would hurt his 
feelines. A fully developed gent 
weighing 175 pounds on the hoof 
doesn't require such tender care, but 
what are you going to do? 


One of these trips carried me far 
to the south of France, clage to the 
frontier of Spain. While passing 
through a small village, little more 
than a clump of small stone houses, 
1 was taken down with “Spanish 
fever,” the epidemic which has 
been sweeping Europe. It put me 
flat on my back for two days, and 
part of a third. It is similar to the 
grip, but more exaggerated. It also 
comes and leaves sooner, and at its 
heizht is accompanied by a very 
Men temperature. There is no use 
trying to fight it off. Once it starts 
it will get vou. The only thing to 
do is roll yourself up in the straw 
and wear it out 

There wasn't a hotel in the place, 
and I couldn't have made the next 
town t somebody had pointed a ma- 
chine gun at my head and told me 
to forward march. I simply made 
it known to one of the families that 
T was a sick American, and this was 
sufficient. They couldn't speak a 
word of English, and my French 
vocabulary was limited to “toute de 
suite.” “comment alles vous“ and 
half a dozen other words which dia 
not fit Into the situation at all. 

But we got along some way. and 
no man ever received more wunre- 
mittig care, although the ministra- 
tions were unskilled and unscten- 
tific. 

First thev planted me in the spare 
bedroom. This ‘was a real treat in 
sek. being the first time in years 
that I had been permitted to lie on 
my back and study out the figures 
on old-fashioned wall paper. Old- 
fashioned wall paper and a tempera- 
ture of 104 dee. is a combination 
which will enable vou to visualize 
mann new and interesting desiens 
ranging from flower pots to profiles 
of the Pharaos. 

There was no ice and no medédt- 
cine in the village.

BIRTHS EXCEED DEATHS. 


Mortuary Statistics Issued by Dr. 
Corey, City Health Officer 
at Alhambra. 


(LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE 

ALHAMBRA, Aug. 9.—<A report 
submitted to the City Commissioa 
by Dr. F. E. Corey, City Health Of- 
ficer, covering the municipal ear 
just closed, shows the total num- 
ber of deaths in Alhambra from all 
causes during that period to have 
been eighty-one, which, based on a 
population of 9000, gives the city a 
very low mortuary rate. 

The deaths were about equally 
divided between the sexes, ind the 
subjects were well advanced in years, 
as for instance eleven cases of 
brain disease averaged eighty years. 
and a like number of cases of heart 
disease averaged seventy-six years. 
Six cases of kidney disease averaged 
seventy-two years. 

Of the eighty-one deaths only one 
was due to what are designated as 
preventable diseases, in this case 
whooping cough. There were no 
deaths of children from milk infec- 
tion, formerly knows@ as cholera in- 
fantum.
